Benning Paratroopers Make 
Test Jump From Helicopter 


FORT BE*INING, Ga—aA small 
band of Fort Benning paratroopers 
added an extra punch to the capa- 
bilities of the Army aviation’s “for- 
ward. look” last week when the 
first airborne jump from an H-21 
hélicopter at the Infantry Center 
was made. 

This is believed to be the _sec- 
ond such U.S. Army jump in the 
world—the first oceurring at Fort 
Bragg, N.C. 

In pursuance of the airborne’s 
pathfinder’s course, 31 men from 
the Infantry School’s Advanced Air- 
borne Trainiuz Committee perform- 
ed the historic jump at Fryar Field. 

First man to drop from the heli- 
copter was Maj. Richard Snodgrass, 
eommittee chief. 

Capt. Edwin F. Pater, executive 
officer of the committee, who also 

the jump with the first lift, 
summed up the mission as a “com- 
plete success.” 

“There were no malfunctions. No 
injuries. And best of all, we know 
that the jump is possible,” he said. 

of ~ + 

THERE WAS complete agree- 
ment by the committee that the 
jump was better than from the L- 
20,°a light, fixed-wing plane which 
travels at 70 knots. 

“It’s very easy,” Capt. Pater ex- 
plained. “No wind. No tug. No 
nothing. It was like jumping at a 
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standstill. We jumped from 1500 
feet, 250 additional feet over stand- 
ard altitude with the helicopter 
traveling at 50 knots.” 

The reason for the additional 
altitude stated by Capt. Pater was 
because of the slower deploying 
parachute used. 

A paratrooper explained that the 
big difference between the C-47, 
from which. jumps are usually 
made, and the H-21 is that the ¢on- 
ventional plane has a backward 
pressure toward the aircraft tail 
whereas the helicopter gives both 
a downward and side pressure. 

Another difference noted was 
that paratroopers were not to jump 
up and out as from any other but 
straight out from the helicopter. 
There is a minimum of two seconds 
between eaci jump, compared to 
a minimum of one second from 
conventional aircrafts.

Gl-Geologist Has Evidence 
Of Gold in Hills of Korea - 


WITH 24TH INF. DIV., Korea.— 
The rocks in his head may soon 
turn into gold nuggets, claims 
PFC Frederick M. McCoy, 34th 
Regimental draftsman. - 

A geologist gold-miner in civil- 
ian life, the 28-year-old soldier 
plans to return to Korea for gold 
when discharged from the Army 
in January.

“And the Situation can be ex- 
pected to improve even more by» 
year’s end when the Army hopes 
to have an additional 804 guaran- 
teed rental units completed at 
various locations throughout 
France,” he said. .

Plastic Shield 
Protects Face 
From Freezing 


FORT BELVOIR, Va. — A new 
type face shield for use by troops 
or others required to work’ in ex- 
tremely cold climates has been de- 
veloped and patented by Kenneth 
L. Treiber of the Corps of Engi- 
neers’ Research and Development 
Laboratories at Fort Belvoir. 

Mr. Treiber first thought of the 
- idea of a face shield for use in cold 
efimates as‘ the result of a painful 
‘experience he had in the Arctic 
in 1947. While at Fort Churchill, 
Canada, he suffered a frazen cheek 
and “this made 
stupid it was: to have the rest of 
the body well-protected frem. the 
cold and, yet, leave one’s, face vir- 
tually unprotected.” ' 

His new face shield remains free 
from cloudiness resulting from con- 
densed moisture of respiration, and 
inéorporates an improved, readily 
adjustable mounting which permits 
upward rotation through an arc of 
90 degrees for a short period of 
time. Its head harness is adjustable 
as to size. The main shield and 
inner frost apron are of transparent 
plastic material’ such as synthetic

nee. WAS a fancy bit of footwork the President exhibited 

at his press conference last week. A reporter quoted Adlai 
Stevenson as saying that Ike’s claim to civil rights progress 
was based on Democratic achievements. Mr. Eisenhower 
replied that his administration had made a whole series of 
efforts along this line, including desegregation in the armed 
forces. 

Then, in what we can only describe as a diversionary 
maneuver, he said that he was probably the first Army 
commander to mingle white and colored troops in fighting 
units. This happened in Europe in the winter of 1944-45, he 
said, when he organized 2500 Negro volunteers into squads 
and fought them alongside white units. 

We don’t doubt for a moment that this happened, al- 
though there is room for argument as to whether that was 
the first time Negro troops were so used. But did that action 
represent true desegregation? In our opinion it did not. In- 
stead, it was allied, in the military sense, with the doctrine 
of “separate but equal” facilities under which many of the 
nation’s schools have been operating for decades. 

More important, Mr. Eisenhower completely side- 
stepped the Stevenson claim that he failed to acknowledge 
that a well-known Democrat, Harry Truman, did indeed first 
lay down a policy of armed forces integration with his Execu- 
tive Order 9981 ef July 26, 1948. (We can’t understand why 
reporters ‘failed to press Ike on this. Maybe war stories are 
more interesting than facts.) 

It might also have been pertinent to bring out the fact 
that Army Chief of Staff Eisenhower had told a Congres- 
sional committee, a few months before Truman signed the 
executive order, that to try to integrate the Army at that 
time would “let us in for a lot of trouble.” 

We had occasion to recite the complete facts on armed 
forces desegregation last February, after Vice President 
Nixon took for the Republican party all credit for the re- 
forms. In all honesty, we have to repeat that he was as, wrong 
then as Ike was last week.

TT RECENT elections have pointed out graphically the 
great importance of every single vote.

Here the inclination may be to think: what’s one 
vote among more than 50,000,000? Well, our electoral college 
system tends to make individual votes very important, and 
at the same time obscures that fact: 

Ever since Wilson squeaked in, the majority of Presi- 
dential elections have been far closer than either the popular 
or electoral vote totals would indicate. For many blocs of the 
key electoral votes went on the basis of very: narrow popular 
margins. 

The election of 1948 is a classic example. 

Had a.few thousand votes shifted in California, Ohio 
and Illinois (which narrowly went to Truman), Dewey would 
have won. Had a few voters shifted in any two of those states, 
neither Dewey or Truman would have had the necessary 266 
electoral votes. The House would have been in a very powerful 
bargaining position. 

How close was the United States to such a situation? 

By 12,500 votes! If 3500 votes had shifted in Ohio and 9000 
California, the House, not the voters, would have chosen 
President. If 17,000 votes had also shifted in Illinois,

WASHINGTON. — Foreiture of | 


\. pay, under court martial sentence, 


has been ruled loss of ehtitlement 
to that pay, whether the forfeiture 
is partial or total. 

This judgment, handed down by 
the Comptroller General, has been 
written into Army regulations in 
Changes 4 to AR 35-1820. 

This puts collection of forfeitures 
ahead of all other debt collection 


* action, including those made for 


incomé tax, maintenance of the 
Soldiers’ Home, overpayments, in- 
surance premiums, 6r any other 
“reimbursements to the United 
States” required by law. 

Under the old regulation, for- 
feitures came last.in the order. of 
collections made from pay. Re- 
sult was that some. individuals 


would complete the confinement 


portion of a_sentence before any 
collection under the forfeiture part 
of the sentence began. 

This prevented men from being 
promoted even after they had com- 
pleted their sentence except for 
forfeiture, since satisfaction of for- 
feiture indebtedness is considered 
part of completing the sentence. 
A man is not in “promotable staus”, 
under Army regulation, until he 
has completely served his sen- 
tence. 

As the regulation is now written, 
as soon as a man’s sentence (in-

quired (and the physician certifies 
it is needed), the patient will also 
pay 25 percent of the difference 
between private room-charges and 
weighted average cost of semi- 
private room. 

If the patient takes a private 
room, but doesn’t really need it, 
the added charge will be the dif- 
ference between the private room 
charges and weighted average cost 
of ‘semi-private room. 

Nursing. Normal, not special, 
nurse care is provided in the regu- 
lar rates. If the physician cértifies 
private-duty nursing is required, 
the patient pays 75 per cent of the 
charges above $100. 

Admissions for Pregnancy. All 
civilian hospital admissions of an 
obstetrical patient (as an in-pa- 
tient) for care in connection with 
the pregnancy, are considered as 
one admission. 

Admission for a “non-obstetri- 
cal diagnosis” in the course of a 
pregnancy will require the pa- 

t to pay the charges for a 
ate admission. 

Patients delivered in a home or 
office will pay the first $15 of 
charges in connection with deliv- 
ery, if not subsequently hospital- 
ized. 

Patients transferred from~ one 
civilian hospital to another with- 
out a hospitalization break (to pb 
tain treatment not available in 
first) will be considered as remain- 
ing within the first ‘admission and 
will not be charged extra. 

After Delivery. There is no 
charge above the normal rates if 
the infant requires further hos- 
pitalization following delivery. 
Also, “newborn infant care outside 
of a hospital, including immuniza- 
tion, is also authorized at govern- 
ment expense for'a maximum pe- 
riod of 60 days following delivery 
but not to exceed ... two visits by 
a physician or to a physician after 
discharge from the hospital.” 

Injuries. Payment up to $75 by 
the government for certain lab 
tests in injury cases is authorized. 
Government payment also is au- 
thorized for use of hospital out- 
patient facilities required for treat- 
ment of the injury, such as a cast 
room, 





BY JULY 1, 1957—and probably 
well before—military families will 
have applied for and received their 
“Dependents -Authorization for 
Medical Care” card. This is to be 
Form 1173. 

That form will be the primary 
means of identifying kin to both 
military and civilian ~ hospitals. 
Rules for admission before issuance 
of the new cards will be estab- 
lished by each service.

Greens for Provinces 


FORT MONMOUTH, N. J.: One 
of the aims of adopting the new 
Army green uniform was to im- 
prove the appearance of the Army. 
However, the manner in which the 
change-over to this uniform is 
being handled is certain to -have 
the opposite effect insofar as of- 
ficers are concerned (except in 
Washington, D.C., where a con- 
venient “exception to policy” is 
permitted). 

How many times in the next 
year will you see officers on duty 
wearing worn. out pinks and 
greens? A man who would normal- 
ly discard a uniform as worn out 
will continue wearing it until’ Oc- 
tober 1957, unless he is stupid 
enough to. buy a new set of pinks 
and greens to wear for—at nrost— 
less than a year. (Or unless he re- 
ceives a direct order to buy the 
pinks and greens). 

The solution is simple. In Wash- 
ington, they have figured out the 
answer and ‘authorized themselves 
to wear Army green on duty be- 
ginning October 15 of this year. 
When an officer’s pinks and 
greens no longer measure up to 
standards, he can go out and buy 
a new set of Army green and wear 
it on duty instead of the worn-out 
uniform.

LEAVENWORTH, Kans.: Before 
World War I the loss of American 
citizenship for enlistment in 
foreign armies had some basis in

6 bine basic issue in American military policy has the quality 
of a true dilemma—defined as “a necessary choice be- 


tween equally undesirable alternatives.” 
The essence of the problem is 











this: 

Can we keep up a two-purpose 
military establishment? That is, 
can we have both the nuclear deter- 
‘rent (“massive retaliation”) and a 
reasonable. cap- : 
ability for deal- 
ing with limited 
‘or localized acts 
of aggression by ~ 
(i.e., non-hydro- 
gen) means, 
“ce o nventional” 
while still 
preserving a 
sound national 
economy, with- 
out which- we 
might have very 
-little defense of 
any kind? . 

It is around this pivotal question 
that practically all current de- 
fense controversies rage — those 
between the services, those be- 
tween the military and the econo- 
mists, those among the politicians. 

As to the basic factors of the 
problem, there is a _ surprising 
‘measure of agreement. The argu- 
-ment is over what to do about 
.them. 

It is widely agreed, for instance, 
that 

(1) The new weapons — not so 
much H-bombs themselves as the 
means of delivering them to. dis- 
tant targets — are fantastically ex- 
pensive. They will become more 
expensive as their range and ef- 
ficiency increases. 

(2) When we start to change 
over from piloted intercontinen- 
tal aircraft to intercontinental 
ballistic missiles, we shall be 
creating weapons which will ab- 

_ sorb truly enormous resources, 
not only in money and materials, 

‘ but in plant capacity, engineering 
and scientific skills —  per- 
haps leaving little margin for 
other forms of military efforts. 

(3) In this field, therefore, the

THE military petroleum supply 
has come a long way in the. last 
decade or so. 

Prior. to World War II, military 
petroleum requirements were rela- 
tively small and could be met with 
comparative ease. 

This situation changed before 
and during War II. Because of the 
increased requirements for petro- 
leum products resulting from in- 


creased use of mechanized equip- _ 


ment, increased military strength, ; 


and wide dispersion of forces, more 


than 60 per cent of the total ton- § 


nage shipped overseas to United 
States forces consisted of petro- 
leum products. 

The task of providing qualified 
personnel to handle this large vol- 
ume of petroleum was met initially 
by obtaining personnel from the 
petroleum industry and later 
through limited training programs 
of the Quartermaster Corps and 
the Engineers. At that time, the 
Engineers had the responsibility 
for operating military pipeline sys- 
tems. 

However, many key positions 
were occupied by personnel hav- 
ing no background in handling pe- 
troleum. After War II a Petro- 
leum School was established at 
the New York.QM Petroleum Field 
Office, Caven Point, Jersey City, 
N.J. 


In July, 1954, the Petroleum 
School was re-located at Lee and 
became the Petroleum Department 
of the QM School. 

To qualify certain officers, the 
Petroleum Department prepared a 
new eight-week course of instruc- 
tion entitled the “Petroleum Prod- 
ucts Supply Course.” 

Last soring three officers from 
the QM School spent 11 weeks with 
a major commercial pipeline com- 
pany observing pipeline operations 
and maintenance. They were Capt. 
William C. Perrin, Lt. Thomas E.: 
McHugh, and CWO George W. 
Hentschel.

ONE OF THE GREATEST aids 
to the high level of instruction 
offered by the Petroleum Dept. 
has been the training of these offi- 
cer-instructors in commercial pipe- 
line operations. Certain key staff 
and faculty members of the ‘QM 
School are retained in that capac- 
ity after participation-in the in- 
dustry training program. 

Eventually, all officer-instructors 
in the department will be trained 
in civilian pipeline operations, 
which, in addition to providing 
instruction “to all stu-

Also, students are trained in 
quality surveillance programs and 
significance of tests. 

In addition to physical and 
chemical tests of petroleum prod- 
ucts, students become familiar 
with the operation of cooperative 
fuel research (CFR) test engines, 
which are used to determine oc- 
tane and performance ratings of 
motor and aviation: gasolines. 

Students also learn about supply 
units in the field in the operation 
of petroleum supply points and

Tecumseh Sherman who led. his

OBVIOUSLY, the problem is how 
to prevent the loss of as many as 
four tricks in the minor suits. The 
king and jack of diamonds and the 
queen of clubs are the key defen- 
sive cards. The odds are seven to 
one that one of these cards will 
be right—that is, favorably placed 
for your purposes. 

But, as Mr. Masters correctly 
figured, seven to one is not good 
enough. Not when there is ‘another 
line of play which is an absolute 
certainty. He could not afford to 
‘enter dummy with a trump lead in 
order to lead a club back for a 
finesse against the queen. 

That would leave him with just 
one trump, which would be 
knocked out when the enémy got 
in and forced him again in hearts. 

If he tried to enter dummy with 
a diamond, he would have two 
choices. He could go up with the 
ace of diamonds, which would risk 
setting up two quick diamond 
losers if the guarded king and jack 
were on his right; or he could take 
a diamond finesse, which would 
- turn the time element in favor of 
his opponents.

MR. MASTERS wisely decided 
to forget about -finessing’ for ‘the 
moment. Instead, he simply led a 
small club from his hand. Miss 
Brash had no better play than to 
win with the queen and return a 
diamond. The ten of diamonds was 
played from the. board and it lost 
to the jack.

Little John is a “baby” version 
of the Honest John field artillery 
free rocket.

Diameter of the Little John is 
318mm, or a little over 12 inches. 
Its overall length is about 12 feet.

_THE 175MM GUN, though light- 
er and more mobile than its 
280mm big brother, was a disap- 
pointment to those who had hoped 
to have an airborne atomic can- 
non.

Before forwarding, each appli- 
aa be endorsed by the man’s 
immediate commander, who will 
ieake a statement to the effect

“The applicant's ¢haracter, con- 
duct, appearamee, aid personal 
habits are such as to qualify him 
him to represent the Army in close 
contact with students, faculty mem- 
bers and leading citizens of the 
community.” 

Applications for assignment to 
this duty will be made in aceord- 
ance with the new regulation, 
R 6145. In addition, to the in- 
Zormation required, applications 

ill contain: : 
1) A description of the appli- 
ant’s administrative and instruc- 
tional experience, if any; 

2) A report on the number of 
words per minute that the appli- 
ant can type; pe, 

3) Three choices of where — 
within the major command—the 
#pplicant wants to serve. 

_ “Accepted applicants will be as- 
signed to the extent possible in 
the order of preference,” says the 
regulation. “In the event no re- 
quirement exists in the area of 
their choice, they will be assigned 
as near as possible thereto.” 

4) Application must include a 
full length 3” by 5” photo in uni- 
form taken within six months of 
the date of application,

both from overseas and from the 
United States. Those applying from 
overseas are required to put in 
applications no earlier than eight 
and no later than six months be- 
fore their return to the States is 
scheduled. . 

Men assigned to Reserve com- 
ponent (including National Guard) 
duty are “stabilized” inthe assign- 
ment for 18 months, The ’stabiliza- 
tion regulation (AR 6145) points 
out that this 18-month tour is a 
minimum length, and that com- 
manders are not to reassign men 
merely hecause the minimum tour 
is up. Instead, men are to be kept 
in their assignments until they are 
actually needed to fill a requisi- 
tion in an MOS and grade slot. 

Men assigned to ROTC duty are 
stabilized for at least.

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STAMPS

| asl collector at some time during his career thinks 
about selling his collection. The adviee given a person 
faced with this decision hinges on the reasons for disposing 


of the collection, 

If the reason for stopping col- 
lecting is simply that he is tired 
of the hobby, the wise collector 
will set aside his accumulation and 
_ forget about it until such time as 
the “bug” strikes him again. This 
makes it a lot easier to start again 
later without costly replacement 
of “sold” items. 

Stamps seldom go down in value. 
The reason is obvious. Only a 
certain number of copies of each 
stamp are printed. As the years 
go by the number of available 
copies is reduced, and, consequent- 
ly, the value of the remaining 
copies rises. While this isn’t true 
in evéry case, it is usually what 
happens. 

When sudden financial need or 
similar emergency creates the need 
to sell, a different situation is pres- 
ent. It is at a time like this that 
careful action is necessary to in- 
sure getting maximum price for 
the collection. 

The most important step in sell- 
ing a collection is in knowing the 
approximate value of it. What you 
paid for it may be far from a real 
indication of its value. If you got 
the stamps free or cheap, ob- 
viously the collection may be worth 
more than you realize. If, on the 
other hand, you filled your book 
solely through the purchase of 
high-priced approvals, then the 
price you paid for the stamps will 
probably exceed the. amount you 
can hope to get when you sell 
them. 

Once you have determined what 
the stamps are worth, then decide 
how much you feel you have to get 
for thém. Most dealers buying 
stamps will want an idea from you 
of what you think the stamps 
should bring. Bargaining will 
eventually settle the selling price, 
but you need a starting point. 

If you send your collection to a 
mail-order dealer, be sure to insure 
the shipment. Most dealers are 
honest, but you want to protect 
yourself against possible loss” in 
the mail. 

Once you get an offer that ap- 
proximates what you feel you 
should have, the best bet is to 
take it. “Shopping around” is 
usually a waste of your time and 
that of the dealer. There is gen- 
erally only a small variation in 
the amount offered by the different 
dealers, 2 ‘

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Redskins’ Owner 
Is Out for Scalps 
Of College Chiefs

EORGE PRESTON MARSHALL, owner of the Wash- 

ington Redskins professional football team, is disen- 
chanted with American colleges and universities, particu- 
larly the Ivy League schools. Apparently Mr. Marshall feels 
colleges aren’t performing their appointed roles in proper 
fashion. : 

Is Mr. Marshall\disturbed over the academic level of American 
colleges? He is not, He is upset because the colleges—and especially 
the Ivy League institutions—are “destroying” football. And being 
a man who is never at a loss for words or ideas, Mr. Marshall has 
the solution to the problem. Fire 90 percent of the college presidents. 

The Redskins’ boss even knows why those nasty college presidents 
are so mean to poor, badgered football players. It’s as easy as id 
plus ego equals four, or something. A simple case of frustration, 
Dr. Marshall explains. Most college presidents wanted to play foot- 
ball, he says, but couldn’t make the team. Now, obviously drunk 
with power, they’re salving their wounded egos by imposing “ludi- 
crous rules” on athletes. : 

It’s nice to have someone like Mr, Marshall around to explain 
the situation so clearly and concisely. 


Players Are Passed So They Can Play 


What is wrong with giving a scholarship to a boy because he is 
a good football player?. Mr. Marshall asks. Aside from the fact 
that scholarships for football players have been carried to ridiculous 
lengths, that is only the beginning of the travesty. Once in schcol, 
a good football player who can’t make the grade scholastically often 
is given passing marks so he can remain eligible. “When graduation 
time comes, it would be patently ungrateful for any school to turn 
its back on a boy who performed so creditably on the football. field, 
so he is given a diploma. 

In the high pressure football factories that double as colleges, 
even above-average students who play football have trouble keeping 
up their studies because of the time it takes to produce a top flight 
team. Mr. Marshall’s question on scholarships brings another question 
to mind. Is it fair to give one poor student a diploma because he 
can play football while another equally poor student who doesn’t 
play football flunks out? 

Certainly when the football days are over the boy with the 
diploma has an advantage in the job market. In the case of a state 
university it almost amounts to a state-granted stake in a better 
future because of talent on a football field. Although Mr. Marshall 
probably. is horrified at the thought, such talent alone shouldn’t be 
the basis for awarding college diplomas. 


Punishment ‘Idiotic,’ Marshall Says 


As for the actions of the Pacific Coast Conference in punishing 
member schools for breaking recruiting and subsidation rules, Mr. 
‘Marshall says the idea was “idiotic” and “disgraceful.” In another 
display of unbelievably lucid reasoning, Mr. Marshall said he need 
not apologize for football because “it’s of great interest to every 
man, woman and child.” So was the Brinks robbery. 

In scoring collége presidents for their efforts to destroy “a 
great American game,” Mr. Marshall didn’t bother to comment on 
whether it is in the great American tradition to set up a long list 
of rules and then look the other way while they are completely 
ignored. It is highly doubtful if such behavior instills-in athletes 
respect for sportsmanship and fair play, two qualities which are 
always high on the list when the college football-apologists wheel 
out their arguments for not de-emphasizing the sport. 

If winning teams are as important as some would have us 
believe, there is a more honest system for producing them. At first 
glance the idea might seem drastic, but the cure must fit the ill. 
Colleges could sponsor football teams the way many business firms 
sponsor various athletic teams. The players would not have to 
attend the school and, as for the pay scale, it could remain about
